‘Color Bias Wotning'to De ee 
agg ea 


“Tt is sutsnae = said a prominent to- 
bacco man to a City Journal re- 
porter, ‘‘ the amount of misinformation that 
prevails among old smmokers‘even in refer- 
encé to the strength of cigars as indicated 
by the color of the wrapper. These colors 
run from claro, the lightest, to” oscuro, the 
darkest, but the latter is a very rare color 
and is seldom seen nowadays. Now, nine- 
ty-nine smokers of a hundred fancy that 
the strength of the tobacco is regulated by 
the color of the cigar, but it is a great mis- 
take. It has little or nothing to do with it 
whatever, but the Man who calls for a claro 
walks off entirely satisfied that he is neces- 
sarily smoking a mild cigar, whereas he 
might have bought a maduro and got a 
milder one. 

* will tell you why. A packer will have 
before him‘on a table a large number of ci- 
gars, the wrappers Of which will vary in 
color from a light yellow down to an almost 
black shade. The filler, remember, in all 
these is exactly the same. Well, he will 
pick out. the hghtest in the lot, lay them 'to 
one side, pick out the next lightest and 
place them to one side, until nothing but 
the very darkest are left. The first lot will 
be packed: away into boxes stamped claro, 
the second in boxes stamped colorado, and 
the third in boxes stamped maduro. There 
are, of course, intermediate grades,;such as 
colorado claro and colorado. maduro, but you 
see that the claro box contains just as strong 
a cigar asthe maduro. There may be a lit- 
tle difference owing to the color of the 
wrapper, but that is very slight. The color 
is determined entirely by the packer, and 
the distinction is made solely hecause cigars 
of a uniform color look more attractive.

Not only do the batteries propel the car, but 
they maintain an électric light system with 
which the vehicleis illuminated, and also 
ring the signal and warning bells. The stor- 
agé of electricity has made the use of elec- 
tricity possible in many instances where 
hitherto it seemed impracticable, and in 
others has made this luxury an economy 
where before it was an extravagance. 


and towns are lighted, and many’vehicles 
and motors are drawn by means of the 
storage system, while formerly electricity 
could not be used at all. For lighting pur- 
poses it is invaluable, particularly for use on 
steamers and yachts. A gentleman in Phil- 
adelphia has one of these storage batteries 
arranged on-his carriage, which gives a 
three candle-power light on each side of his 
vehicle, which inside is as light as day. 


CORA’S INDIAN LORD. 


The Redskin Marriage Ceremony of Misa 
Fellows and Chaska. 

The Minneapolis Tribune describes the Tn- 
dian ceremony of the marriage of Miss Cora 
FeHows to Chaska, the Sioux Indian, in 
Swift Bird’s Camp, near Pierre, D. T., as 
follows: The most interesting part of the 
whole procecding was the Indian ceremony. 
After the conclusion of that, performed 
by Rev. Handford, the bridegroom was 
taken by the medicine man of the tribe and 
led into a lodge near by, and placed upon a 
pile of skins near the center of the room. 
When seated,forty young warriors, gaudily 
painted in all hues of the rainbow, filed in, 
and took positions in an arch around the 
couple. They were also followed by a like 
number of Indian maidens, who took posi- 
tions just outside the ring, each carrying a 
present, which was given to the bride to 
show their love for their new white sister. 
The medicine man went througn a series of 
gestures, and the Indians in attendance set 
up a dismal! chant, which continued half an 
hour, after which the medicine man took 
herbs from a bag and threw them upon the 
fire which had been started in front of the 
couple. As the smoke ascended the indians 
alifell upon all fours and set up most un- 
earthly yells, which were kept up for sey- 
eral minutes. 

Thus this part of the marriage was com- 
pleted and the great father pleased with 
the union, A young Squaw, dressed in a 
beautiful beaver-skin robe reaching to her 
feet, now entered the lodge, bearing in her 
hands a crown made from the skins of otter 
set with elk teeth and gold ornaments. 

This was placed upon the head of the 
bride and another howl of chants went up 
from the group of redskins..- Immediately 
another Indian girl, daughter of the med- 
icine man, entered the lodge, bearing a 
beautiful bear-skin robe ornamented witb 
figures. The girl took a position beside the 
bride, and the medicine man again entered 
the cirele and explained the words writ- 
ten on the robe, translated as follows: “To 
Cora Belle, our dearly-beloved Queen of 
San Arcs, we will always be ready to do 
you homage and shall always recognize you 
as Our sister and Queen.’’ 

At the. conclusion of this: part of the 
ceremony the medicine man took ashes 
from the fire, sprinkled on the couple to keep 
off the bad spirits, after which he again 
moved the blessing of the Great Spirit. and 
then assisted the couple to their feet. This 
concluded the wedding, and dancing was in 
order. and kept up until morning, being 
mingied in by both Indians and whites. 

At midnight an elegant supper was 
served, consisting of venison, bear, buffalo, 
wiid turkey and roast bear tail, Each arti-

Srarrie, June 7.—The. city is a 
scene of wreck and fuins. Yesterday 
afternoon the entire business portion 
of the city was burned to the ground, 
and, for the lack of a proper supply of 
water and assistance, the place has 
suffered a loss of nearly $10,090,000 
worth of property. 

The people have joined with the 
militia in protecting property from a 
gang of thieves. Relief committees 
are supplying coffee and food to the 
homeless at the Armory, and are fur- 
nishing beds as much as possible. 

There are no serious casualties that 
are definitely known, but it is reported 
that sevéral mien were burned to 
death. 

It is impossible to estimate the loss 
by the fire, but it will reach into the 
millions. .The.fire swept away five 
blocks, the most of which was the best 
part of the city, and covers all the 
banks, the best hotels and new brick 
buildings.

Five cases of malig- 
nant diphtheria were found this morn- 
ing-in five different houses on one 
street, and the health authorities anti- 
cipate much typhoid fever and kin- 
dred diseases, especially da the weather 
| grows warmer, A scarcity of vegeta- 
bles adds to the danger. 

General H stings this morning said 
the situation was good for the-recovery 
of all in_ time, but not in large num- 
bers. Within an hour after the arri- 
val they had established a bureau, 
and were recovering the children and 
babies that had been orphaned by the 
flood and flames. When all are recov- 
ered it is believed they will number 
several hundred. 

As far as known only eighteen 
bodies have been recovered this morn- 
ing in the Conemaugh valley. One of 
them lay in the middle of the road, 
and had been driven over by wagons 
for two days and was horribly man- 
gled. Two more cases of typhoid 
fever are reported. Governor Foraker 
offers, on behalf of Ohio, to Bend two 
thousand laborers. The number of 
people missing ffom Woodville is al- 
most incredible. _ From the present 
indications it looks as if only ahout 
fifty people in the borough were saved. 

Rasis of Agreement. 

Boston, June 7.—A full statement 
of the agreeement between the Unicon 
and Northern Pacific bas been made 
public.

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KILLED AN A MINE. 


Particulars of the Becent Fatal 
Accident at the Raymond Mine. 


The Pioche Record of the Ist inst. 
says: Last Wednesday morning at 
about 11:30 o’clock an accident oc- 
curred in the pump compartment of 
the Raymond shaft, in which Joe 
O’ Neil was instantly killed. 

O’Neil, Thos. Wiliams and James 
Anadi were at work in the pump shaft 
a few feet below the 9th level, putting 
in Jadders, and also guides for the 
buckboard cage used in that compart- 
ment. The guides are pieces of tim- 
ber 4x4 and about 15.feet in length. 
They are fastened end to end, first 
with: cleats, pieces of wood 2x2, and 
are afterwards firmly adjusted. 


O’ Neil fastened one such guide with a 
cleat then went about 15 feet below to 
assist Williams and Anadi in placing a 
length of ladder. He stood on a plank 
9x12 thrown across the shaft, with 
Williams and Anadi on a platform 
abont “15 feet above. One lag screw 
was fixed in the upper end of the 
ladder ; the second struck a knot in the 
planks, and while Williams and Anadi 
were driving it, the 4x4 guide P - 
viously fastened by O’ Neill above, fell. 
The two men saw it coming, but be- 
fore they could move the end struck 
the plank below on which O’Neil 
stood throwing him down the shaft. 
He fell about 180 feet, passing through 
a platform at the 10th, and landed on 
the staging at the llth, together with 
some timber and a drill. Death was 
instantaneous. Three men were at 
work in the shaft at the 11th but none 
were injured. Williams and Anadi 
succeeded in holding the 4x4 at the 
platform where they stood. 

At a Coroners inquést held over the 
remains of deceased in the evening 
the above facta eame out, and a unan- 
imous verdict of “‘accidental death” 
was rendered. 

Deceased was su to be a na- 
tive of Canada, where his relatives 
now reside, and was about 40 years of 
age. He-was suber, industrious and a 
good workman, and was well liked b 
all who knew him. The funeral 
place from the Epi Charch at 2 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, Judge 
Wells reading the faneral service.

THE GREAT WORLD'S FAIR. 


How the Paris Exposition Looks 
to an American. 


Paris, May 20, 1889. 
Eprror Gazette: Do the Parisians 


thonght daily suggested by the count- 
less number of natives on the streets, 
in the cabs, in the cafes, and on the 
Exposition grounds. It seems as 
though Paris was enjoying a prolonged 
holiday, and that no time. was. being 
given by the. most of the people te the 
coining. of the almighty dollar, . but, 
perhaps, the ‘‘ almighty franc’’ would 


But though the bulk of the population 
is apparently givem over to pleasure, 
the merchants and restaurants are not. 
On the contrary, they are making the 
most of their. ‘‘inning.’’ Prices for 
everything are abnormally high, espe- 
cially for the necessaries; at least, so 
it seems to those who are in the habit 
of purchasing 25, 50 and even 75 per 
cent. less. ~ 

To the casual observer it is a mys- 
tery how the French peasantry and 
middle class manage to live economi- 
cally and at the same time to have 
sufficient money to invest in the num- 
berless lotteries that are being con- 
stantly gotten up by the Government 
for a variety of enterprises. There 


start the Exposition, the one to com- 
plete it, and now comes the ‘‘ Grand 
Exhibition Tourbola.’’ This time it is 
designed to issue 15,000,000 tickets at 


one franc (20 cents) each. The prizes 
will be objects purchased at the Expo- 
sition to the value of 7,500,000 francs, 
and the surplus, after deducting ex- 
penses, will be applied to a fund for 
sending Workingmen to the ‘“‘ great 
show.”’ 

The. Parisians know no Sabbath. 
With them it is a fete day—nothing 
but pleasure. They seem to live but 
for the present. The theaters, and, in 
fact, nearly all places of amusement are 
open. So are the cafes, and, with 
some exeeptions, all the shops. On 
the shutters of some of the latter 
i@ Seen written in French: ‘ Closed 
on Stindays and holidays.” The Bois 
dé Boulogne, the largest of the pub- 
lic’ parks of Paris, situated just out- 
side the walls of the city, is crowded 
with pleasure seekers; the boulevards 
are lined with vehicles, headed for the 
races at Longchamps or for the Expo- 
sition. 

The Exposition is open officially, 
but all the exhibits are not unpacked. 
There is, however, quite enough pre- 
sentible to keep the visitors occupied 
for several weeks. It is certainly a 
great show, and the French people de- 
serve to be heartily congratulated. It 
is estimated that 20,000,000 will arrive 
in Paris during the season from all 


parte’ of the’ globe—from San Fran- 


cisco in the west to Yokohoma in the 
east. There is talk of keeping ‘‘ open 
house’’ for some months beyond the 
time set for closing. The opinion pre- 
vails that war with Germany will be 
i ible so long as it remains open. 
United States exhibit attracts 
a great deal of attention, erpeciall 
from the French visitors, and there is 
a rather brisk competition between 
Parisian houses to obtain agencies for 
the introduction of many American in- 
ventions, and especially of novelties.
